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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Mew  Quay  Urban  District  Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1962,  a year 
which  was  quite  eventful  in  the  sphere  of  public  health. 

The  publication  of  a report  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on 
"Smoking  and  Health",  showing  that  there  is  a proved  relationship  between 
cigarette  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung,  caused  many  persons  to  renounce 
the  habit  only,  alas, to  recommence  at  a later  stage.  Consequently,  any 
campaign  and  propaganda  to  disuade  persons  from  smoking  should  be  aimed 
primarily  at  adolescent  school  children,  many  of  whom  are  non-smokers  at 
present  but  likely  to  become  regular  cigarette  smokers  later  in  life.  If 
these  children  can  be  convinced  that  smoking  constitutes  a great  hazard 
to  health  - in  the  form  of  cancer  of  the  lung,  chronic  bronchitis  and  heart 
disease  - then  one  can  confidently  expect  a decrease  in  the  death  rate  from 
these  diseases  in  future  years.  Constant  repetition  of  the  dangers  of  smoking 
is  therefore  essential  - whilst  not  forgetting  the  financial  advantages! 

Complacency  is  the  worst  enemy  of  preventive  medicine,  especially 
regarding  infectious  diseases.  Epidemics  of  smallpox  were  considered  a 
thing  of  the  past  until  1962!  The  epidemic  that  occurred  during  the  year 
caused  considerable  public  alarm  and  throughout  the  country  people  queued 
for  vaccination.  In  Cardiganshire,  over  17,000  people  'were  vaccinated  and 
the  majority  of  these  were  primary  vaccinations.  Some  authorities  pressed 
for  the  reintroduction  of  compulsory  vaccination,  but  the  choice  should  rest 
with  the  parents.  They  should  remember  that  in  this  "modern  age",  any  part 
of  the  world  may  be  reached  in  24  hours  and  that  smallpox  is  constantly 
present  in  the  community  in  many  parts  of  the  world.  The  best  age  for 
primary  vaccination  is  between  the  1st  and  2nd  years  of  life  for  this  is 
the  age  at  which  complications  are  rare. 

On  a local  basis,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  arteries  are  the  major  cause 
of  death.  Admittedly,  people  are  living  longer  but  some  of  the  deaths  and 
disabilities  in  the  middle  period  of  life  are  due  to  high  blood  pressure  and 
its  sequelae,  or  coronary  thrombosis.  Almost  invariably,  such  diseases  occur 
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in  persons  who  are  overweight  and  it  is  a fact  that  at  least  one  person 
in  five  in  this  country  is  considerably  overweight.  Proper  attention  to 
diet  and  medical  supervision  can  prevent  or  reduce  this  obesity  and 
eliminate  its  danger  to  health. 

The  population  living  within  the  area  still  remains  below  1,000. 

The  birth  rate  shows  a decrease  for  the  second  year  in  succession  and  is 
approximately  half  the  national  figure.  The  death  rate  indicates  a 
decrease  but  is  still  above  the  national  figure,  showing  that  the  population 
structure  has  a bias  towards  the  elderly.  However,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  the  "summer  season"  population  of  New  Quay  is  considerable  and  thus 
constant  vigilance  is  required  in  the  public  health  field. 

The  recent  survey  on  the  disposal  of  sewage  into  the  sea  near  New  Quay 
is  inconclusive;  it  neither  proves  nor  disproves  that  pollution  exists. 

This  fact  necessitates  further  detailed  surveys  on  the  subject. 

A detailed  report  including  a section  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
will  be  found  in  the  following  pages.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  work  done  during 
the  year  1962. 


V'Jater  Supply 

The  water  supply  for  the  whole  of  the  district  is  under  jurisdiction 
of  the  Cardiganshire  water  Board.  The  supply  of  water  was  plentiful 
throughout  the  year  and  the  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory.  One  chemical  sample  was  taken  during 
the  year  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  at  Carmarthen  for  analysis.

Observations 


This  was  a soft  slightly  acid  water  of  high  organic  purity.  It  was 
free  from  traces  of  pollution  and  from  metallic  contamination.  The  minute 
amount  of  Iron  present  (0.04  parts  per  million)  would  not  impair  its  quality. 

It  had  no  objectionable  taste  or  odour  Chemical  and  organoleptic 
considerations  showed  that  the  water  was  of  good  quality  and  suitable  for 
drinking  and  all  domestic  purposes. 
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The  whole  of  the  district  comprising  of  approximately  468  dwelling 
houses  and  a population  of  920  is  supplied  from  the  mains. 

There  are  no  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  district. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  year  some  thirty  feet  of  the  main  sewer  'were  relaid 
in  George  Street  and  one  inspection  chamber  rebuilt.  This  work  was 
necessary  due  to  the  subsidence  of  a culvert  which  crossed  underneath 
the  sewer.  This  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Council's  labour  force. 

It  was  also  necessary  to  renew  24  feet  of  the  sea  outfall  pipe. 

This  pipe  which  was  of  steel  had  corroded  away  and  the  length  was 
replaced  by  a pitch  fibre  pipe  encased  in  concrete.  I am  pleased  to 
report  chat  while  this  work  was  in  progress  the  opportunity  was  taken 
of  extending  the  outfall  another  6 feet.  This  work  was  again  carried 
out  by  direct  labour. 

The  remaining  sewer  system  had  been  trouble  free  throughout  the 
year.  The  system  is  by  gravitation  to  a settling  tank  on  the  Dolau 
Beach  and  the  resultant  effluent  is  discharged  to  the  sea. 

In  August  of  1962  a series  of  samples  of  sea  water  were  taken  in  the 
Bay,  and  subjected  to  chemical  analysis.  This  was  carried  out  to  determine 
the  amount  of  sewage  pollution  if  any  there  was  in  the  bay.  The  survey  was 
carried  out  by  mr.  J.E.  Croft,  Pollution  Officer  to  the  Lancashire  and  Western 
Sea  Fisheries  Joint  Committee. 

The  Survey  was  carried  out  on  the  28th  and  29th  August,  1962.  Samples 
were  taken  as  near  to  low  water  time  as  possible  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
water  quality  when  it  might  be  in  it's  worst  condition.  The  samples  were 
also  taken  from  the  surface  and  bottom  waters  except  where  the  depth  was 
less  than  six  feet. 

A summary  of  the  report  is  as  follows  2- 

Due  to  the  open  aspect  of  New  Quay  Bay,  it  was  expected  that  all 
samples  would  be  perfectly  clean  and  fully  saturated  with  dissolved 
oxygen?  it  was  thus  quite  surprising  on  the  first  day's  survey  to 
find  several  samples  with  low  dissolved  oxygen  figures. 

At  position  L.,  bottom,  3 surface,  4 surface  and  bottom,  6 bottom, 

7 surface  and  bottom,  8 bottom  and  9 surface  and  bottom  figures  below 
100/c  saturation  were  recorded. 

with  the  exception  of  positions  lA,  3 and  4,  the  others  were 
sufficiently  close  to  1 00Q  to  cause  no  concern  except  that  they 
indicated  a pollution  load  on  the  waters.  At  the  3 positions  mentioned 
above,  however,  a heavy  pollutional  load  was  present  at  the  time  of 
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sampling.  Repeat  samples  at  positions  3 and  4 at  2|  hours  after  low 
water  when  much  more  clean  sea  water  had  flowed  over  the  area  showed 
an  immense  improvement. 

Samples  taken  on  29th  August  at  these  positions  were  quite  clean 
although  again  some  very  slight  load  was  present  at  position  3 as 
indicated  by  the  dissolved  oxygen  figures. 

On  the  first  day  of  sampling,  the  weather  was  dull,  cool  and  raining, 
whilst  on  the  second  day  it  was  warm  and  very  bright.  It  is  possible, 
though  not  very  likely  in  this  case,  that  photosynthesis  by  marine 
algae  was  responsible  for  the  great  difference  in  dissolved  oxygen 
concentration  in  these  positions  on  the  two  days.  Under  the  circumstances, 
however,  it  is  suggested  that  the  conditions  were  caused  by  perhaps 
localised  volumes  of  polluted  water  drifting  along  with  the  tide. 

If  photosynthesis  by  marine  algae  was  the  cause  of  such  variation, 
then  on  future  sampling  programmes  at  the  correct  season  tin.  same  trends 
will  be  noticed  and  this  will  be  investigated. 

If  the  polluting  load  is  tnat  of  domestic  sewage  then  certain  factors 
in  the  analytical  data  will  indicate  this,  e.g.  the  ammoniacal  nitrogen 
concentration.  Unfortunately,  on  the  first  day  of  the  survey  no  samples 
were  taken  for  analysis  for  ammonia  etc.  and  on  the  second  day  the  samples 
were  clean. 

In  conclusion,  combining  the  analytical  results  with  those  of  other 
investigations  made  round  the  snores,  it  is  only  possible  so  far  to  say 
that  on  28th  August,  1962,  the  waters  off  New  Quay  Bay  had  an  area  roughly 
embraced  by  positions  1A,  3,  4,  7,  8 and  9 in  which  a pollutional  load 
was  present.  Action  of  marine  algae  causing  dais  load  is  possible  but 
it  is  suggested  that  domestic  sewage  from  New  Quay  is  more  likely  to  be 
the  cause. 

On  29th  .august,  1962,  the  waters  in  this  area  were  quite  clean  and 
normal,  although  a slight  difference  again  at  position  3 was  noticeable. 

An  effluent  discharging  via  a cast  iron  pipeline  to  the  3ay  at  the 
junction  of  the  Afon  Malon  was  not  having  any  noticeable  effect  on  the 
29th  August  when  one  sample  was  taken  from  close  to  the  outfall  pipe.

Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  collection  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  employees  and  this 
service  covers  the  whole  of  the  area  of  the  Urban  district.  Collection 
is  carried  out  weekly  during  the  winter  months  and  twice  weekly  during 
the  summer  season. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  new  refuse  collecting  vehicle 
was  delivered  to  the  Council.  This  vehicle  a dual  tip  Bantan  Carrier, 
is  a great  step  forward  towards  dustless  collection. 

Refuse  disposal  takes  place  at  Aberaeron  Rural  District  Council's 
refuse  tip  at  Rhydeinon,  which  is  four  to  five  miles  from  New  Quay. 

The  Council  pay  a rent  of  £125  for  tipping  at  Rhydeinon  but  the  covering 
and  control  of  the  tip  is  then  the  responsibility  of  the  Rural  District 
Council . 

It  is  still  the  practice  of  a number  of  house  holders  to  use  a various 
assortment  of  receptacles  for  the  storage  of  refuse.  The  use  of  the 
standard  dustbin  with  a close  fitting  lid  is  very  much  desired.
